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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The after final amendment filed 12/8/05 has 
been carefully considered. The Applicants mainly disagreed with the previous official action regarding to claims 8 and 32. In regard to 
claim 8, the Applicant repeatedly contends that the cited reference does not teach the strip line, 2, is formed between the first resin layer 
and the third resin layer. It should be noted that there are several strip lines that are disclosed in fig. 4 of Yamada, for example. One of 
the strip lines if in fact disposed between the first and third resin layers. For example, the lines which formed inside layer 19. These lines 
are considered to be in between the resin layer. 



In regard to claim 32, The Applicant further submits that the Office did not clearly address the relationship between the ground layer and 
the inductor, and the ground pattern 7 is located on the resin 17. Portion of claim 32 recites that "a ground pattern on said second side of 
said resin layer, said ground pattern and said patterned inductor being arranged such that no portion of said ground pattern is located on 
a portion of said second side of said resin layer opposite a portion of said first side of said resin layer facing said patterned inductor so as 
to increase a Q-factor of said patterned inductor. Figure 4 shows the ground layer 7 in fact on the resin layer but outside the whole 
substrate and a distance away from the inductor element. The relationship of these elements is clearly shown in fig. 4. It is clear that 
there is no portion of element 7 is even near the element 7 as submitted by the Applicant.
